To the inhabitants of the Town of Hopkinton, in the County of Merri- 
mack, in said State, qualified to vote in town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said Hop- 
kinton, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to detray 
town charges tor the ensuing year, and make appropriation of the 
same, 


3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the 
repair of highways and bridges in addition to the amount required by 
law, and appropriate the same. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the 
support of the Hopkinton free public library, and appropriate the same.

D. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for Me- 
morial day, and appropriate the same. 


6. To hear and act upon the reports of town officers, library 
trustees and committees. 


7. To see if the town will vote to accept the conditions of the 
act of the legislature passed in 1905 and amendments, to wit, An act 
to provide for state aid, and for the expenditure of other public money, 
in the permanent improvement of main highways throughout the state, 
and see what sum or sums of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the same. | 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the 
maintenance of state highways, and appropriate the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to allow two per cent. discount on 
all taxes paid on or before July 10, 1917. 


10. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to dis- 
tribute the inventory blanks not earlier than April Ist, 1917. 


11. To choose two trustees, one for one year, and one for three 
years, to administer the affairs pertaining to the care of the trust funds 
held by the town. 


12. To see what action the town will take towards liquidating the 
Tyler Bridge notes, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


13. To see if the town will vote to buy a hearse, and raise and ap- 
propriate. money for the same, agreeable to petition of W. EI. Mil- 
ton and others. 


14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the building of the remainder of the trunk line leading 
from Contoocook village square to the Warner town line, being a part 
of the Central Trunk line, so called, agreeable to the petition of G. E. 
Barnard and others. 


15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate to complete the grading and surfacing of Contoocook square, 
not assumed by the state trunk line appropriation, agreeable to petition 
of A. C. Huntoon and others. + 


16. To see if the town will vote to equip Lyceum and Town halls 
with the Kaustine odorless and sanitary toilets, and raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars for the same, agreeable 
to petition of J. P. Goodrich and others, 


17. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
not to exceed the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars for prevent- 


ing the spread of gipsy moths. 


1s. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for de- 


ti 
fraying the expense of the observance of Old Home day, and appropri- 
ate the same. 


19. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum cf 
seventy five dollars for the purpose of paying the expense of catalog- 
ing the books of the Contoocook branch of Public Library, agreeable 
to petition of F. I. Morrill and others. 


20. To hear and transact any other business that may properly 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School board of the Town of Hopkinton : 


The most important work of your superintendent since September 
has been to direct the teachers’ work in the transition from the old 
“State program of Studies” to the new one. This work has been done 
in the first six grades. The first two grades are now working practi- 
cally in full accord with the new program. The other four grades have 
been working toward the new program .as fast as previous training 
would permit. It will be another year before we can work the six 
grades strictly according to the requirements of this program, in some 
few cases, perhaps, two years. 

The most of our teachers have done very satisfactory work in ad- 
justing their classes to the new requirements. If the work of the first 
three grades is done according to the new program, and done thor- 
oughly, the work of adapting the next three will be much _ simplified. 
Theretore special emphasis is being placed this year upon the work in 
the early grades, especially the first. 

The reorganization of the work of the first six grades can be 
accomplished without any extra cost to the town. To continue the reor- 
ganization to the seventh and eighth grades however invclves, changes in 
subject matter taught, scholastic preparation of teachers, part of the 
time of two high school teachers, and a consequent need of another 
teacher for the high school. This means additional expense and a con- 
sequent increase in the school appropriation. 

What return do we get for this extra expense if the town votes to 
meet it? Elementary science, Latin or French, concrete geometry, ag- 
riculture, cooking and sewing, and elementary algebra are the new 
things called for in the seventh and eighth grades. This is broadening 


41 
the courses of these two grades to a considerahle extent. A pupil hav- 
ing completed the new program for seventh and eighth grades will 
have practically completed all studies now required in the first year of 
the high school. This is a distinct gain to all the pupils, but especial- 
ly to those whose school life ends with the eighth grade, It will also 
give these pupils the advantage of the special teacher of agriculture 
and domestic arts, whose services are now confined to the high school, 
as agriculture in the grades would be taught by the teacher of agricul- 
ture in the high school. The cooking and sewing in the grades by the 
high school teacher of “domestic arts.” In fact) these’ two special 
teachers would give practically their entire time to their specialties, 
not merely to those in the high schoo] taking the “Agricultural and Do- 
mestic Arts Courses,” but to eighty-six (86), more children in all the 
schools of the town. This to my mind would be the greatest advantage 
gained by adopting the new program. 

But to use these teachers in this way requires another teacher for 
the academic studies in the high school and this would be the greatest 
factor in the increased cost of adopting the new program. 


Not only would the grades profit from this increased cost but the 
high school also. Three years ago the high school needed another 
teacher for part time work and the matter was considered. Could one 
have been secured in town, you would have at that time engaged one. 
Every year since I have called your attention to the imperative neces- 
sity of maintaining the efficiency of the high school work by adding 
another teacher. We have all realized that meant too large a cost 
for the benefit of the few to warrant doing it. Now the opportunity 
comes to give the high school what it has needed and still needs, and to 
divide the extra cost with the grades sharing its consequent benefits 
with them. 


The adoption of the “New Program of Studies” now, means 
much to Hopkinton schools. It means keeping up with the leaders. 
It means holding our position in the line of progressive schools. It 
means being prepared to meet the coming reorganization of the high 
school program in 1918 without loss of time. It means within ten 
years the difference between up-to-date schools and a back number. 
Hopkinton is proud of its schools today, and has a right to be. It can 
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not afford to be any less proud, five or ten years from now. 

I recommend that the Schcol Board ask for an increased appropri- 
ation of $900.00 to carry into effect the work of the new program, 
commonly known as establishing the Junior High School. 


Books AND SUPPLIES. 


The cost of living has certainly dealt a blow to the schools. 
Books advanced in price January Ist. All supplies of paper have 
doubled in price since last April, and other supphes have made substan- 
tial increases in price. We shall need no fewer books and supplies 
than last year, but a larger appropriation will be needed to buy them. 


REPAIRS. 


This past year new adjustable seats and desks were purchased tor 
the Farrington Corner school house and chemical toilets installed. Its 
next need is slate blackboards. The Hopkinton primary room has had 
new seats and desks and a new floor. The grammer school room should 
have new seats and desks. This building is the only school house in 
town now being used, that does not have the closets connected with the 
main building. I hope this may be remedied this year. The Main 
Road school needs slate blackboards. New seats and desks were placed 
in the Contoocook grammar and intermediate rooms. The primary 
room should be newly equipped as soon as possible. The high school 
building is in need of paint inside and out. 


CONCLUSION. 


The attendance record of the schools has been rather bad this win- 
ter term because of so much sickness among the pupils. This of 
course has hindered progress. 

The interest in the school work seems good throughout the grades 
and high school, and satisfactory work is being done in both. 

The plan of serving at cost something hot at the noon hour to 
those who bring their lunch, has recently been inaugurated at the high 
school by the domestic arts department. About fifty pupils are avail- 
ing themselves of this opportunity for a warm lunch and appreciating 
it also. 


I think you, as well as myself, appreciate the interest that the 
leading citizens and civic organizations of the town take in school mat- 
ters. It is certainly a stimulus to faithful work. It is easy to have 
good schools when a town as a whole wants them as does Hopkinton. 

I know that we shall continue to all work together for the best 
good of the schools and be able to see good results this year.
